affection means to have loving feelings for someone, 
usage : The mother’s affection for her child is unbounded. 

sentiments means ‘a thought occassioned by words”, usage : 
I cannot express my sentiments regarding your hospitality. 

passion means uncontrollable emotion, usage : His 
passion for money has made the people to hate him. ' 

sensation means perception by senses, usage : I had a 
strange sensation when that insect moved on my chest. 

susceptibility means capability of receiving impressions 

etc. usage: His susceptibility to such incentives is well 
known. 

sympathy means to have a soft corner for some one's 

sufferings, usage : A helpless sufferer needs sympathy of 
every one. ;

Excitement, exhiliration, tingle, titillate, turbulent, ruffle, 
commotion, trepidation, frenzy, furore, provocation, 
exasperate, fluster, boistrous, clamour, delirious, hysteric, 
fussy, caustic. 


excitement means (a) call into activity (b) stirred up 
feelings, usages : (a) This much excitement is not enough for 
him to do anything concrete, (b) In a fit of excitement be 
promised to give him loan. 

exhiliration is an emotion related to happiness. So it 
means merry making’ usage : It is a matter of exhiliration , 
for me that he has accepted my proposal. 

tingle means to feel a thrilling sensation as in hearing a 
shrill sound, usage : This poem will tingle feelings as well as 
imagination. 

titillate means to arouse pleasant feeling, usage : The 
story and particulary the successful adventures of the hero 
are titillating. 

turbulent means ’agitated'. It can be used for sea and for 
emotions, usages : The turbulent sea made the sea journey a 
bit risky. ^ 

ruffled means disturbed' and is generally used for human 
beings, usage: Despite adverse remarks he remained 
unruffled. 

commotion means disturbance caused by the movement of 
the people in a disorderly and agitated manner, usage: 
There was a commotion in the hall as some guests saw a 
snake lurking there. 

trepidation means ‘ a state of confused hurry or alarm, 
usage : Trepidation among the audience did not unnerve Y 
the speaker. f 





frenzy means a sort of madness or mania, usage : He was 
not in his saner self; he was in a frenzy. 

furore means wild enthusiasm, usage : His remarks 
created a furore among the people. 

provocation to irritate a person so much as to force him 
to retaliate, usage : Pakistan attacked India without 
provocation. 

exasperate means to make a man extremely angry usage : 
He was exasperated by the repeated criticism of his partners. 

fluster is to make confused, usage : Contradictory orders 
flustered the workers. 

boistrous means noisy with enthusiasm, usage : They 
accorded a boistrous applause to their leader. 

clamour means to make a lot of noise for getting 
something, usage : The workers had been clamouring for 
higher wages. 

delirious means almost mad or light headed, usage : You 
cannot expect anything reasonable from him, he is in a 
delirious state. 

hysteric means in a fit. usage : He was hysteric when he 
found his brother had been murdered. 

fussy means a person who makes much ado about 
something. usage : He was quite fussy about his 
unreasonable demands. 

caustic means 'bitter. It is used for remarks, usage : 
The caustic remarks were not in a good taste.

nervous means excited or frightened, usage : In the 
examination hall he felt quite nervouS. 

quivering means trembling or moving to and fro. It is 
particularly used for leaves and feathers, usage : Though it 
was still yet the leayes were quivering. 

tremulous means trembling and used particularly for 
voice, usage : He was so much emotionally choked that his 
voice was tremulous. 

fidgety means to move uneasily, usage : I do not know 
why he is fidgety. 

nutter means to move about with bustle. It is used 
particularly for the movement of wings, usage : The injured 
bird was fluttering its wings. 

taut means tense. It is used when a person is under strain, 
usage : After the heated discussion he felt taut. 

nerve racking means troublesome Usage : The qualifying 
test for the athletic meet was nerve racking.

usage : At the time of interview his uneasiness proved fatal. 

fretful means 'easily vexed or irritable ’. usage : He was 
quite fretful when he listened to my side of the story. 

Impetuous means ‘ rash or ardent \ It has a bit bad conno¬ 
tation about it. Usage : His impetuous action landed him in 

difficulty. 

chafing means ‘ irritating or vexing . usage : The remarks 
were chafing but I tolerated.

bridled his emotional reaction. 

It particularly refers to 
physical power to stand strain, usage : He passed the 
endurance test and only then he was called for interview.
